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DETAILED ACTION 
Remark 

This communication is responsive to the amendment and response dated June 
17, 2005. Claims 1-21 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-21, after further consideration and search, are allowed over the prior art. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art teaches synthesizing texture patches of rectangular or square shapes randomly so 
that a best matched texture patch is compared with the input image to generate a set of matching 
texture patches (see US patent 6762769 to Guo, col. 4, lines 22-67). Dumesny (US 2002 
0154132) teaches grouping texture coordinates by dragging them to a new location on a texture 
map so as to reflect a different subset of the texture map (see paragraph 50) and repeat the 
process in any size of mapping (see paragraph 55). However, neither Guo nor Dumesny teaches 
the method of combining 2D rectangular texture maps with texture maps of different sizes by 
arranging them adjacent to each other with an edge of one texture map parallel to an edge of the 
other texture map, and defining a rectangle containing the two texture maps to thereby 
generating a new texture map for subsequent combination; and repeating the combining process 
to combine texture maps in pairs, to generate a single two-dimensional rectangle containing the 
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starting texture maps . For the aforementioned reason, the limitations of claims 1-21 are 
allowed over the prior art.
